2700 MOUNTAIN BROME GRASS 
(Bromus marginatus) 

This stout perennial bunch grass is very common in 
altitudes of 5,000 to 10,000 feet. It has a very wide range 
of soil adaptation, varying from fairly moist loamy soils 
where the best growth i is made, to fairly dry, gravelly soils.

Smooth Brome is a 
long-lived perennial with numerous creeping rootstalks 
that form a dense heavy sod, making it capable of standing 
much abuse as a pasture grass.

2740 MEADOW FESCUE

2735 ALTA FESCUE 
(Festuca elatior arundinacea) 


Alta Fescue is one of the most outstanding grasses of 
recent development for both pasture and hay purposes. 
It is much more productive and palatable than Meadow 
Fescue. It grows late in the summer and fall when other 
grasses have passed their productive peak. Various trials 
show it to outyield other varieties from 15 to 50 per cent. 
The dense root system, reaching a depth of 5 to 6 feet, 
makes this variety valuable as a soil builder where the 
humus content is low. It also crowds out undesirable weed 
growth.

2760 PERENNIAL RYE GRASS

It makes a heavy sod and gives splendid pasture until Jate 
in the fall. Withstands drought and is very hardy. It grows 
in tufts and can be sown, if desired, with red clover and 
alfalfa. When planted alone, sow at the rate of 20 to 25 
pounds per acre. 


2780 CRESTED WHEAT GRASS 
(Agropyron cristatum) 


This wonderful ranch and range grass grows earlier in 
the spring and later in the fall because of its ability to grow 
at low temperatures. As a hay crop it is very nutritious 
and palatable and stands well under grazing.
